THE UNITED PROVINCES REMOVAL OP SOCIAL DISABILITIES ACT, 

1047 

U. P. Act No. XIV of 1947 

{Passed by the United Provinces Legislative Assembly on April, 25, 1947, and the 
United Provinces Legislative Council on May, 26, 1947.] 

^Received the assent of the Governor of the Unit'd Provinces on June 28, 1947, 
Under section 75 of the Government of India Aot, 1935, and was published 
in the United Provinces Government Gazette, on July 12, 1947.) 

An Act to provide for the removal of certain social disabilities of certain classes of 

Hindus. 

WHEREAS it is expedient to provide for the removal of certain social ditu 
■abilities of certain classes of Hindus ; 
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It is hereby enacted as follows 

1. Short title and extent. — (1) This Act may te called “the "United Province 
Removal of Social Disabilities Act, 1947.” 

(2) It extends to the whole of the State of Bilaspur. 

(3) It shall come into force at once. 

2. Definitions. — In this Act, unless there is anything repugnant in the sub j cot- 
or context— 

(a) “ place of public amusement ” means any place, enclosure, building, tent, 
booth, or other erection, whether permanent or temporary, where music, singing, 
dancing or any diversion or game, or the means of carrying on the same is provided' 
and to which the public are admitted on payment of money or otherwise and in- 
cludes a race-course, circus, theatre, cinema hall, musio hall, billiard-room, bagatelle- 
room and gymnasium ; 

(b) “ place of public entertainment ” means any place, whether enclosed or 
open, to whioh the publio aro admitted, and where any kind of food or drink is 
supplied for consumption on the promises for the profit or gain of any person owning 
or having an internet in or managing suoh place ; and includes a refreshment room 
eating-house, coffee-house, hoarding-house, lodging house and hotel ; 

(c) “ Chief Commissioner ” means the “ Chief Commissioner of Bilaspur 

(d) “ Scheduled Caste ” means a Scheduled Caste mentioned in the Sohedulw 

hereto annexed, 

3. Removal of disabilities.— No person si all, notwithf tending anything con- 
tained in any instrument or any cuslcm or mage to the contrary, — 

(t) prevent any person merely on the ground that he belongs to a Scheduled; 
Caste from — 

(a) having access to, using or enjoying any river, stream, well, tank, cistern, 

water tap or any other watering or bathing plaoe, any sanitary con- 
venience, any road, street or pathway or any cremation ground which 
is open to other Hindus ; 

(b) using or enjoying at any time or place the facilities of any publio con- 

veyance, or any means of conveyance whioh other Hindus have a, 
right to use; 

(c) having access to or enjoying the advantages, facilities and privileges of 

any place of publio amusement or publio entertainment, any educa- 
tional institution, any hospital or dispensary or any other building 
or place used for public or charitable purposes whioh is open to other 
Hindus ; 

(d) having access to any public temple or enjoying the advantages facilities- 

and privileges of any such temple to the extent the same are available* 
to other Hindus and subject to suoh cognitions and the observance’ 
of such ceremonies as may be customary to the temple; 

(e) holding any public offioe or carrying on any business, trade or occupa- 

tion ; 
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(n) refuse to ender to any person merely on the ground that he belongs to a 
oheduled Caste, any service which such person ordinarily renders to other Hindus 
on he terms on whioh such service is rendered in the ordinary course of 
business ; or 

(Hi) oompel any person belonging to a Soheduled as to labour against 
' he will of such person or make him to labour without wages or on inadequate 
wages ; 

(iv) make a bride or bridegroom belonging to a Scheduled Caste, alight 
from a dola-palki at any publio place, road or pathway or prevent such dola-pilk 
from passing through any such place, road or pathway ; 

(v) injure, annoy or interfere with a person, belonging to a Scheduled Caste 
in the exeroise of his lawful rights. 

4. Invalid conditions in a trust or endowment. — Where, whether before or after 
the commencement of this Aot, any trust ; s created or any endowment made for 
Hindus generally, but not for any sect or class thereof, with a condition excluding 
a person belonging to a Scheduled Caste from deriving any benefit from such tra d, 
or endowment, the condition shall be void. 

5. Cognizance by court. — No court shall in adjudicating any matter or execu- 
ting any order recognize any custom or usage, imposing any oivil disability on any 
person merely on the ground that he belongs to a Soheduled Caste and no authority 
shall in carrying out the functions and duties entrusted to it under any law reoognize 
any’ such custom or usage. 

6. Penalty. — If any person contravenes any of the provisions of this Aot, any 
rule made or order passod thereunder, or abets any such oontravontion he shall, on 
conviotion, be punished with imprisonment whioh may extend to three months or 
with fine whioh may extend to two hundred rupees or with both, and in the case 
of a continuing offenoe, with an additional fine which may extend to 25 rupees for 
every day after the first during whioh-the offenoe continues. 

7. Rule-making power. — The Chief Commissioner may make rules for the pur- 
pose of carrying out the provisions of this Aot.

C. Ono lectuie room, approx. 45'x27'. 

D. Balance Room and Physioal Apparatus Room 10' X 12'. 

E. Miscellaneous apparatus room 10' X 15'. 

F. Store Room 10'x27'. 

G. Staff Room 16' x 16'. 

H. Head of the institution room 16' X 12'. 

N.B . — In science oollogos, exoept for pharmaoognosy laboratory, all other 
laboratories and rooms may bo shared with other departments, if available and 
adequate. 

I. There shall bo at least three members of tho toaohing staff for two olasses 
oansisting of 40 students in oaoh olass. Out of tho three membors of the toaohing 
staff, thore shall be at loast ono who shall hold a professional degree in Pharmaoy. 
The remaining two also shall, preferably, be holders of a professional degree in 
Pharmaoy or of a post-graduate degree in’ Soienoe. In praotioals, one toaoh^ 
will bo inohargo of not more than 20 students. 

2. Iti case tho course is offered by a Soienoe oollogo having departments of 
Chemistry, Physios, Botany, Zoology eto., tho minimum number of staff may be 
restricted to two, a toaohor of Pharmaoy and a toaohor of Pharmacognosy, one of 
whom shall hold a profossonal degree in Pharmaoy. Providod that the teaohing of 
first-aid, Pharmaoology, Physiology, Anatomy and Hygiene may be carried out by 
part-time teachers.

3. Tho Institution shall entrust some member or mombors of its Btalf, who shall 
be rogistorod pharmacist, to look after tho work of the studont pharmacists. Such 
member of tho staff shall bo responsible in this behalf to tho Hoad of the Institution 
concemod, 

4 . Tho Institution shall provido such opportunity, accommodation, apparatus , 
materials and books of reference as shall be required to enable the student pharma- 

ist to undergo tho piactioal training proporly. 

5. The number of student pharmacists that may he employed in any pharmaoy 
or dispensary shall not oxoeed two whero there is one registered pharmaoist engaged 
in the work in whioh tho student pharmacist is undergoing practioal training, 
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where thero is more than one registered pharmacist similarly engaged, the numbgr 
shall not exceed one for eaoh additional suoh registered pharmaoist. 

0. In the ovent of any quostion arising as to the interpretation or observance of' 
these conditions the decision of the Pharmacy Council of India shall he final.

ween the Housing Account and the General Welfare Account in the ratio of 
2 to 7. As the resources of the Housing Account wore found to be insufficient to 
meet the expenditure on the Housing programme approved for 1949-50, cess was 
apportioned between the Housing Account and the General Welfaro Account in th* 
ratio of 2 to 1 in that year. A scheme for the collection of cess on despatches of 
coal and coke by means of transport other than rail was finalised. 

4, Luring the year under report, 4 meetings of the Advisory Committee wer* 
held. Oi e meeting was held at Nagpur in December 1949. The number of meet- 
ings by the various sub-committees of the Advisory Committee is indicated he-

Preliminary steps were taken for the constitution of Coalfield Sub-Committ**B 
in Assam and Orissa. 

5. With a view to avoiding overlapping in the activities of tho Fund and the Min*s 
Boards of Health, a new Sub-Committee known as Co-ordination Committee wai 
constituted during the year. It consists of the Coal Mines Welfare Commissioner, 
two representatives each of labour and employeers and two Medical Officers 
of the Jharia and Asansol Boards. The Co-ordination Committee met four times 
during the year. 

6. During the period under report ten meetings of the Housing Board were held. 

HOSPITALISATION AND MEDICAL FACILITIES 

7. (a) Regional Hospitals . — The scheme for the provision of medical facilities t* 
miners made a steady progress. All the four Regional Hospitals, two in the Jhari* 
coalfield and two in the Raniganj coalfield, functioned satisfactorily. In each of 
the 4 Regional Hospitals provision exists for 18 beds-— 12 general cases and 6 
maternity cases. The in-patients’ departments of all the four Hospitals were opened 
in the 1st week of January, 1950. They became popular soon afterwards’ and pa- 
tients came in large numbers for admission. Arrangements are being made to 
receive in-door patients in tho maternity wards shortly. 

8. Two qualified doctors and several nurses wore added to the staff during th# 
year. 

9. The hospital at Katras and Tisra were provided with water supply from th* 
Jharia Water Board, Dharibad, and pumps were installed in Chora and Searsole t* 
supply water to the hospitals from wells. 

10. The Searsole, Chora and Tisra hospitals were electrified and plans to electrify 
the Katras hospital were also in hand. 

Telephones were also installed on all the four hospitals. 

Each of tho hospitals was provided with an ambulance van too. 

11. The four institutions got unifcim supply of equipments and instrument*. 
Sanction was accorded to the supply of additional equipments and instruments 
worth Rs. 17,977. 

12. The total expenditure on the four institutions during the year under report 
was Rs. 2,28,000. Medicine and disinfectants cost Rs. 4,164.

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1 5 A total sum of Rs. 26,90,000 has been spent on the construction of the 4 hospital 
buildings and the purchase of furniture, equipments, inedioines and ambulance 
vans eto. for thorn. A further expenditure of Its, 13,00,000 is likely to be incurred 
on ancillary buildings, purchase of equipments etc. 

16. (b) Central Hospital at Dhanbad. — The Central Hospital buildings at Dhanbad 
will liavo accommodation for 130 beds. A total sum of Rs. 18,50,000 has already 
been spent on the construction of the main hospital buildings, and staff quarters 
ote. Equipments worth Rs. 760-11-8 hnvo also boon purchased. A further 
expenditure of Rs. 19,00,000 is likely to bo incurred on the completion of the build- 
ing, purchase of equipments and furniture and medicines eto. 

J7. A Surgeon Superintendent was appointed. He joined his duties on the 4th of 
January 1950. Stops were taken by him for preparing statements of staff, equipl- 
rnents and other articles for tho hospital. 

18 In addition to tho Surgeon Superintendent it is proposed to appoint a physician 
E.N.T. and Eye Specialist and a number of Lady Doctors, Medical Officers and 
matron, nurses etc. It is hoped that the Central Hospital will "start functioning 
early next year. 

X’Ray facilities obtaining at tho Dhanbad Civil Hospital and Sanotoria Hospital 
were utilised by tho fund on a payment basis in the absence of the provision of tho 
same in our own hospitals. 

10. (c) Aids to other institutions, — The two ambulance vans placed earlior at the 
disposal of the Jharia Mines Hoard of Health and one of the two vans placed at 
the disposal of tho Asansol Mines Board of Health wore withdrawn and transferred 
to the Regional Hospitals. One ambulance van remained with the Asansol Board 
for use by minors. 3 ambulance vanfi remained in the Madhya Pradesh coalfield — - 
2 with Messrs, Shaw Wallace & Co., and with ono with Messrs Ballarpur Colliery 
Co. The maintenance charges of the vans borne by the Fund during tho year 
amounted to Rs. 11,065. 

20. The hospital of the State Railway collieries at Giridih in Bihar and of Messrs. 
Shaw Wallace & Co., at Barkui in the Madhya Pradesh continued to maintain ono 
X’Ray Unit each supplied at the cost of the Fund. 

21 . A sum of Rs. 14,000 was spent, on tho fourth Refresher Course for colliery 
Medical Officers organised at Asansol by a speoial committeo formed for this pur- 
pose. 

22. 16 beds wero reservod in the Sanotorioa hospital for tho benefit of colliery labour 
in tho Raniganj 'field. The number of bods was increased to 25 from 1-8-1949 A 
total sum of Rs. 50,450 was paid to the Sanetoria Hospital as reservation fee. 

23. For tho benefit of the colliery labour in the .Jharia coal field a grant-in-aid of 
Rs. 15,000 was paid to tho Civil Hospital, Dhanbad, for improving its efficiency on 
condition of reservation of 25 hods for them. 

24. The Dhanbad District (leprosy Association completed the c onstruction of a 
leper ward in tho Leper Hospital at Tetulmari at a cost of Rs. 20,000 paid by the 
Fund.* The” ward has capacity of 12'beds and started functioning from 1-11-1949. 
From that date the Fund has been paying' a grant of Rs. 2 per bed por day as the 
cost of their maintenance. 

25. Tiro Asansol Leprosy Relief Association was sanctioned a non-iecurring grant of 
Rs, 25,000 for the construction of a leper wafd. A sum of Rs. 5,000 was paid during 
the year" and the balance will' bo paid when’ the ward wiirbe'completed. A reourring 
grant" for" the, maintenance of tho beds will be paid when tho ward is completed and 
starts functioning. 

26. (d) Standard of dispensary services. — Provision exists in tho Act for the payment 
of a grant to collieries which maintain dispensary services to the standard prescribed 
by the Fund. During tho'year a Special Sub-Committee for finalising the standard 
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was constituted and its recommendations were approved by the Advisory Committee 
and sent up to Government for sanotion. 

27. Sanitation .- — Grants of Rs. 43,176 and Rs. 49,000 were given to the Jharia 
Mines Board of Health and the Asansol MinoB Board of Health respectively for the 
year 1949-50 for extended sanitary services. 

28. Anti-T.B. Measures . — Dr. Y. G. Shrikhunde continued to he in charge of this 
work. In the absence of any T.B. clinics belonging to tho organisation, ho visited 
different colhories and examined oases of suspected T.B. and gave advice to Modioal 
Officers concerned. He also visited I lie four Regional Hospitals belonging to the 
Organisation, examined cases suspected to bo suffering from T.B. and advised 
the Medical Officers in charge about their treatment. 

29. It is proposed to start the construction of two T.B. clinics one in the Jharia 
coalfield and the other in the Raniganj coalfield as early as’possible. Plansjand 
estimates have been sent to Government for sanction. 

30. The number of cases seen by Dr. Shrikhando during the year under report is as

31. Infectious Diseases.— The Jharia Mines Board of Health having agrood to con- 
struct thoir own infectious diseases hospital, the proposal to build infectious diseases 
wards in the Regional Hospitals at Tisra and Katras has heen dropped. Tho in- 
fectious diseases wards at Soarsol and Chora will be built shortly. 

32. Anti-Venereal Diseases Measures . — 1 The eaher schemes prepared for the eradica- 
tion of V.D. in tho coalfields was examined by tho Surgeon Superintendent. It, is 
proposod that pate nts -ufforipg from V.D. should receive treatment ui tho Regional 
Hospitals, difficult eases being treated’]' n tho Central Hospital. 

33. Anti-Malaria Operations. — Anti-malaria operations in the coalfields of Jharia 
Raniganj, Hazaribagh, Pencil Valley and Murgherita continued as before under the, 
control of the Malaria Institute of India. A grant of Rs. 13 lakhs was placed at 
the disposal of the Director of Malaria Institute.

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. 35. General Welfare.. — -The gazetted slafFof the Coul Mines Woli'are Organisation 
consisted of a Chief Welfare Officer, 2 Inspectors and a Lady Welfaic Officer. The 
Lady WolfuT'o Officer was doputod in February, 1950 to look after the current duties 
of the Offieer-in-Chnrgo, Women’s Welfare Section, who went on leave on medical 
grounds. 

30. During the year, non-gazetted staff of the Inspectorate was increased and the 
coalfields were divided into 24 circles each of which was put in charge of an Assist- 
ant or n Junior Assistant Inspector. Tho Assistant Lady Welfare Officers, who 
were hitherto only entrusted with the supervision of Women’s Welfare Centres, 
were also empowered to mako inspections and were put in charge of ciroles. 
The collieries in tho larger coal hearing states havo been placed hi charge of an Inspec- 
tor of Labour Welfare who supervised the work of the Circle Officers under him. 

37. The duties of the Inspectoiato are to supervise tho activities financed by the 
Welfare Fund, the administration of the Coal Mines Pithead Bath Rules, 1940, 
Mines Creche Rules, 1940, as well as Mines Maternity Benefit Act, 1941 in respect of 
coal mines. The Chiol Welfare Officer and tho Inspectors of Labour Welfare are 
ah i Ex-officio 1 nspeet or-i of Mines in respect of those sections of the Indian Minos 
Act, 1923 which relate to hours of work, employment of children, sanitation etc . 
They also inspect mines with a view to advising mine owners to effect improve- 
ments whore social amenities are found inadequate. Besides, inspection of welfare 
measures and sanitary arrangements at tho collieries in their areas, the Circle Offi- 
cers are also required to organise public opinion amongst colliery Inborn against 
drinking, gambling and indebti ilness, to encourage friendly relations between the 
employees nnd employers, to explain to workers their rights aB well as responsibilities 
with reforonce to labour laws and to give talks to the work-people on nutritive value 
of diets and oil hygiene, sanitation etc. 

38. Mines Maternity Benefit Act, — Tho following statement shows the figures of

39. General Infections. — The members of the Inspectorate paid 2,389 visits to tho 
collieries during tho period under review. Tho majority of the collieries wore visitcrl 
several tim'S during tho year. Tli question of removing (he irregularities which 
came to light was taken up with the managements concerned with satisfactory 
msulis. 

40. Provision of creches . — Whil 1 women workers war* employed at all coal 
minn there was n > provision (or Ore lies m . h - pa it. Either worn -n workers 
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had to carry their chi t Iren to thoir place of work or leave them unattended in them 
“dll >wraln”. fl wan usual to Bee “karnins” loading the wagons while their ehikh’onl 
would squat or play on coal stacks without any protection from sun or rain. It 
win therefore coil lured necessary to make the provision ot creche at every coal 
mine obligatory under tho Mines Creche Rules, 194(1, made under .sub-sect ion (bb) 
of Section ;t0 ot the Indian Minos Aot. Four types of plans were prescribed to suit 
difforont collieries taking into consideration the number ot women employed and 
the output of the collieries. Mines which are likely to be exhausted within 3 yours 
aro exempted from tho provision of creches provided the management concerned 
provides a temporary structure in conformity with the proscribed standards. 
Neighbouring mines nro allowed to join m providing common creches if no incon- 
venience is caused to tho women workers concerned. The majority of the 
mine owners, however, did not comply with the rules owing to the expenditure 
involved. In < or tain cases short supply of building mtorials also caused delay 
in 1 he provision of creches. As the progress in the provision of orcclics was found 
to be far from satisfactory, it was dec ided on l he recommendation of the Coal Mines 
Welfare Fund Advisory Committee to launch prosecutions in the first instance 
against those mine owners who have evaded compliance with the Rules,

42. Provision of Pithead Baths. — The importance of Pithead Roths needs scarcely 
to be emphasised as a bath is not only comfort, abl but also beneficial to health. 
Pithead Ratlin are considered to be an intogral part of welfare work at tho coal 
mines. The miners emerged from tho mine wet arid dirty with no place to bathe in 
except dirty “nullahs” or pools of stagnant water. Scantily dressed women workers 
also had to bathe without any privaoy. It was 1 herefore considered necessary 
to make provision of Pithead Baths compulsory. Accordingly, the Coal Mines 
Pithead Bull Rules, 1940, were made under sub-section (bbb) of Section 30 of 
the Mines Act which makes it obligatory for every coal mine lo provide baths in 
accordance with the standards prescribed. Mines which will bo exhausted within 3 
years or the resources of which are inadequate to make sufficient provision for supply 
of water are allowed < xrmption from tho provision of Pithead Baths provided that 
mines which are going to be exhausted within 3 years provide alternative bathing 
arrange monts. Tho mines foi puiposcH of Pithead Baths aro classified into four 
catcgoiies and for each of those types suitable plans for Pithead Baths are pro- 
scribed. These provide separate showers and latrines lor men and women. Wher- 
ever t ho rilhoad Baths aro functioning properly they arc highly appreciated by tho 
workers. 

43. It, liowcv r, required all the fforts ol the Welfare Inspectorate to persuade 
tho mine owners to sot up the installations. Respite the urgent need for Pithead 
Baths, the majority of the mine owners did not like to comply with the rules to ovoid 
tho exp-uditnre involved. Certain Sections even discouiagcd^the use of Pithead 
Baths, it has been therefore decided to launch prosecutions against those mine 
owners who wilfully continue lo evade their statutory obligations. 

44. The average daily number of men and women workers who are expected to 
ben. fit from the Pithead Baths already provided is over (30,000 and 10,000 res- 
pectively.

47. Subsidies for Pithead Baths completed by 31-12-48 were paid to 14 collieries, 
tho total amount being Rs. 49,267. 11 more collieries were entitled to subsidy but 

payment could not bo mado as during the year as audited aocounts wore not sub- 
mitt d by Hie Colliery Cos., concerned. 

48. Extent ion of the Coal Mines Pithead Rath Jlvles, 1946 and Mines Creche 
Bulls, 1916 to Korea and Talcher . — Tho Coal Mines Pithead Rath Rules, 1946, 
and Mines Creche Rules 1940 were extended to Koroa and Talohor. The rules 
< nme into force in these area-, on the 19th .Tune 1948 and 4th November, 1948 

i espnc iv dy. 

49. (hunts a'-d subsidies to collieries which complete the construction of Pithead 
Paths in Korea and Tahiher Coal-Fields . — -Tho recommendations mad' by tho Coal 
Mines Welfare Fund Advisory Oomraitlco for payment of subsidies at the usual 
rates from Iho Coal Mines Labour Welfare Fund to collieries in Korea and Taloher 
for Pithead Baths to bo completed before tho 31st Deoomber, I960 wor accepted. 

60. Training of Creche Attendants . — Tho Mines Creche Rules provide for 
tho appointment of an attendant for every creche at a coal mine. At a number 
of tolhorio-i Croc lies were provided hut could not bo put into commission for w r ant 
of suitable staff. Tt was, therefore, decided to arrange for tho training of creche 
attondanis to assist the Colliery Cos., in getting suitable staff for the purpose. It is 
roughly estimated that about 600 creoho attendants will he required for the coal 
mines. Arrangements have been mado to train them in batches at the Pathardih 
Women Welfare Centro . Tho first bati h will undergo training shortly, The training 
will last six months. The minimum qualification for training is middle pass standard. 

• io annual recurring cost of I he training scheme will ho about Rs. 36,000. The cost 
uiain.ng will eventually bn recovered from the collieries employing the trainees. 

51. Adult Education . — During the poriod under review a sohome for Adult 
Education was finalised. The object of the scheme is to impart literacy and general 
knowledge to the mine workers as well as to make them responsible citizens and 
efficient workers well aware of their rights and obligations and to enable them to 
enjov a fuller life. Tho si heme has boen accepted. It is estimated to cost Rs. 
54,132 in the first year. An Adult Educatfon Offioer and the other requisite staff 
a'o being recruited. 

62. Provisian of cantcns at collieries . — -As tho few canto eng or tea stalls 
muni lined al cirtiin mllieri*i an neither wdl-pranned nor properly run, the 
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members of the Inspectorate wore instructed to impress on the employers the 
for providing canteens. It was fell Hint canteens would not only materially com*- 
bute to the comfort and health of 1 lie vwk people but would also go a long way in 
reducing voluntary absenteeism ns well us serve as an nntidoto to excessive drinking. 
The Central Tea Board offered to give necessary assistance to the Colliery Cos., in 
establishing Ihe canteens. The response was, however, very poor. 

53. Mobile Shop . — A Mobile Shop was maintained by tho organisation for 
selling consumer goods at a comparatively cheup price to the rnino workers at their 
place of work. The goods sold were articles of everyday use, viz., aluminium 
utousils, shirts, readymade garments, blankets, jer eys, umbrellas, soap, silver 
ornaments, shoes, lohis, eto. ele. During the period under reviow goods wortff 
Its. 30,903-5-9 were sold at 314 collieries visited by the Mobile Shop in Bihar atfl 
Bengal ooal fields. Goods worth Bs. 29,419-1-0 were purchased during tho yeiuu 
A sum of Rs. 10,900 was spent on the maintenance of the van during Ihe year. As 
it was found (hat consumer goods were now readily available and the sales had 
considerably declined, the scheme was discontinued with effect from 30-4-50. 

54. Mobile Cinema. —Three mobile oinoma vans wero maintained for the

55. One einoma van could not visit tho collieries in both the Jharia and Raniganj 
coalfields at reasonably short intervals. It was, thoreforo, decided to provide a 
Mobile Cinema exclusively for the Raniganj coalfield. Accordingly, a 35 mm. 
Talkie Projector and other equipment wero purchased for the purpose, The 
Mobile Canteen Van maintained by tiie Department was converted into a Mobile 
cinema van for the purpose. The van is giving free allows in tho R.aniganj coal- 
field. 

50. A Mobile Cinema for the M.P. coalfield was provided in June, 1949, During the 
year 117 shows were given at different collieries. Besides, recreational films, 
educational and informational shots were also screened for the bonefit of tho work 
people, 

57. Women's Welfare Section . — -The education of minors’ children and training 
of their woman in nvitlowork etc., received its duo importance. 

58. During the yonr under report there were 3 changes in the office of the officcr-in- 
ehargo, Women’s Welfare Section. Mrs. V. Upailhyayu left the organisation in tho 
beginning of the year and was succeeded by Mrs. K. Ojha. The latter proceed J 
on leavo on medical grounds iu February 1950. Miss. 8. Iv. Manik was therefore 
placed temporarily in charge of that office. 

59. Tho Assistant Lady Welfare Officers carried on useful inspections. The field 
workers continued to do good work. They supervised tho work of the staff and 
arrange adequate medical holp for miners’ families in case of sickness and con- 
finements. They also visited dhowralis and taught womon (lie vuluo of thrift, 
cleanliness, etc. 

(V). Tho sovikas did useful work fluring tho year. They gavo bath to minors’ 
children, gavo them Dsaons in reading, writing and arithmetic. They also taught 
women cutting, sowing and knitting. 
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li. Four centres were opened in the year, bringing the total number of Women 
Tfarc Centros in the Jhar'm, Bunigaiij and Bokhara coalfields to 20. Efforts 
were ma<le to secure accommodation in the Madhya Pradesh coalfield to start a 
f ow centres.

^iged between 50 to 60. 

64. There wore altogether 423 karuins on roll on 31-3-50 and tho average 
attendance per centre was 10. The best attendance of kamins was seemed at 
Digwadih and Kliafi Kenda. 

65. The Mobilo Canteen whicli hud been stinted to provide sweets, tea and other 
things at cheap rates in collioiies did not prove very popular. It was therefore 
discontinued with effeit from 11-10-49. Total sale proceeds amounted to Ks.- 
1,470-10-9. 

60. Jit pur Garden . — TO ) garden was started on 8 acres of land m order to 
demonstrate agricultural in d horticulture methods to miners and kamins and to 
provide cheap vegetables for them. It was found that they look no interest in it 
The org anis ation incurred a loss. Tho scheme was, therefore, discontinued. 
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67. Clay Modelling Work . — This interesting type o work for> 'attrc^Big 
cliildren was rlono at some of tho centres liko Jamuria, Kankanee and Bokaro. 

68. Health and Hygiene . — The hold workers instructed the kamins the 
advantages of clean living. Tho hygienic and economic way ol food preparation 
was also taught. In 4676 sick and 1853 matornity cases, medical help was arrang- 
ed at different centres. 


69. Games, Drill and Bhajan, — Bhajans wore sung at prayer time at all the 
centres. Some kind of healthy garno was daily practised, 

70. Recreational Activities . — Occasional Bhajan parties wore arranged at 
tho oontros. Radio sets provided at tho centres proved very attractive fonjjte 
creation. Efforts are being made to purchase 6 gramophones and records t^^j 
supplied 1o those centres which have got no electric connection.
